In  tub  gardens  and 
small  pools  (3-4  feet 
square)  put  the  soil  di¬ 
rectly  in  the  pool.  There 
is  room  in  most  pools  for  from  6  to  12  inches 
of  soil  and  as  much  water.  In  larger  pools 
it  is  best  to  plant  the  lilies  in  boxes,  for  this 
makes  it  easier  to  clean  the  pool  or  to  supply 
fresh  soil,  which  should  be  done  occasionally 
in  the  spring. 

If  you  intend  planting  in  a 
natural  pond  it  is  best  first 
to  establish  the  lilies  in 
small  baskets  of  rich  gar¬ 
den  loam  in  water  6  to  12  inches  deep  and 
to  later  set  them  in  their  permanent  positions. 

A  pool  4  or  5  feet 
square  will  ac¬ 
commodate  3  or  4 
lilies  as  well  as 
Water  Poppies,  Water  Hyacinths,  Buttercup 
Bush,  Pickerel  Rush,  etc.  A  pool  6  or  8  feet 
across  will  need  5  to  8  lilies  and  afford  room 
for  a  generous  planting  of  other  small  shal¬ 
low  water  plants. 

The  best  water  garden  soil  is  a 
good  loam  such  as  roses  do  well 
A  heavy  loam  is  better  than  a  sandy  one, 
as  it  has  enough  body  to  carry  the  plants 
through  a  vigorous  season's  growth.  How¬ 
ever,  we  have  found  aquatics  thrive  in  any 
type  of  soil.

In  planting  simply 
scoop  a  small  hole  out 
and  push  the  plant  into 
place,  drawing  the  soil 
up  about  it  so  it  will  not  float  away.  In  very 
loose  soil  a  small  rock  placed  on  the  root 
will  keep  it  down.  The  rhizomes  of  Hardy 
Lilies  should  always  be  planted  as  in  the 
picture — HORIZONTALLY  and  never  vertically. 
Do  not  cover  them  with  more  than  an  inch  cf 
soil  and  always  see  the  growing  tip  is  just 
showing  through  the  soil.

warmth  reaches  them.  If  plant¬ 
ed  in  cold,  deep  water  they  may  be  badly 
checked.  After  they  have  2  or  3  leaves  on 
the  surface  they  may  be  removed  to  deeper 
water.  Lilies  will  grow  in  water  6  inches  to 
2  feet  deep,  but  prefer  8  to  12  inches. 

WTNTFR  The  ideal  way  to  winter  aqua- 

_ .  tics  is  to  leave  them  in  the 

CARE  pool.  To  prevent  the  water  from 

freezing  too  deeply  and  crack¬ 
ing  the  cement,  cover  the  pool  with  boards, 
heaping  with  leaves  or  straw.  In  this  way 
they  will  winter  perfectly,  for  very  little 
freezing  takes  place. 

If  the  pool  must  be  drained  the  lily  boxes 
may  be  removed  to  a  cool  basement  and  kept 
covered  and  moist  or  they  may  be  placed  in 
a  deep  trench  and  be  well  covered  with  soil. 
Since  dry  rot  is  the  worst  enemy  of  stored 
plants  it  is  best  to  leave  them  under  natural 
conditions  in  the  pool. 

TROPICAL  LILIES  may  be  wintered  in  a 
greenhouse  pool  where  they  will  flower  all 
winter.  Unless  you  have  these  facilities  it 
is  best  to  replace  them  each  spring.

Pools  are  very  simply  built,  the  principal  thing  to  remember  being 
to  have  it  about  2  feet  deep,  which  allows  a  foot  for  the  boxes  or  soil 
in  which  they  are  planted  and  8  to  12  inches  of  water.  Such  a  pool 
will  give  optimum  results,  though  of  course  pools  much  shallower  or 
much  deeper  are  perfectly  satisfactory.  About  12  hours  after  the  con¬ 
crete  is  poured  it  may  be  water-proofed  by  painting  it  with  pure  cement 
mixed  with  water  to  the  consistency  of  cream.  The  pool  may  then  be 
filled  with  water  and  left  for  a  week  or  so  to  cure. 


How  Water  Lily  Roots  Are  Planted 

No.  1  is  a  Tropical  Water  Lily  which  is 
planted.  If  the  leaves  are  submerged  they 
will  soon  reach  the  surface!  No.  2  is  a 
Hardy  Lily  (Gloriosa)  whose  long  rhizome  or 
"root"  is  always  set  horizontally.  No.  3  is  a 
sprouting  Star  Lily  whose  hard  dormant 
"bulb"  is  set  just  beneath  the  soil. 

LOTUS  CULTURE 

The  plants  will  look,  as  you 
unpack  them,  like  a  banana 
with  a  growing  point  on  one 
end.  In  unpacking  be  careful 
NOT  TO  BREAK  them.  Plant 
them  horizontally  (never  put 
them  in  upright)  and  cover  with 
1  or  2  inches  of  soil,  leaving  the 
growing  tip  just  at  the  soil  sur¬ 
face.  They  should  not  be  cov¬ 
ered  with  more  than  6  inches 
of  water  until  growth  starts. 
When  they  are  growing  well 
the  water  depth  may  be  in¬ 
creased  to  a  foot  if  necessary. 
Plant  in  a  rich  heavy  soil  free 
from  animal  fertilizers  for  best 
results.

Thus  they 
come  up  and  make 
their  growth  almost  as 
a  single  plant  and 
where  the  Rose  and 
Blue  Stars  are  used  to¬ 
gether  they  give  a  most 
pleasing  effect.  For 
years  the  Star  Trio 
Collection  has  proven 
one  of  my  most  popu¬ 
lar  groups. 

Star  Lilies  are  ship¬ 
ped  to  our  customers 
as  dormant  bulbs  in 
somewhat  the  same 
manner  as  a  Hyacinth 
bulb.  We  send  them 
out  along  with  the  Har¬ 
dy  Lilies  and  plants 
with  your  order.  This 
is  made  possible  by 
their  entirely  different 
growth  habits  as  con¬ 
trasted  with  all  other 
Tropical  Water  Lilies. 

PLANTING.  Select  a 
warm  sunny  spot  and 
see  that  the  other  lilies 
do  not  smother  them 
until  they  get  started. 
Use  a  box  15  to  24 
inches  sguare  and  a 
foot  deep,  using  a  rich 
clayey  loam  if  possible 
(otherwise,  any  good 
garden  soil).  They  pro¬ 
duce  quantities  of  long, 
soft,  rope-like  roots 
which  luxuriate  in  a 
fertile  soil.  They  should 
have  preferably  5  to  8 
inches  of  water  over 
them.  The  end  with 
the  brown  fuzz  is  the 
top  and  should  be 
about  an  inch  beneath 
the  soil. 

They  will  start  into 
growth  only  when  the 
temDerature  reaches  65 
to  75  degrees  in  May 
and  June.  Like  a  Hya¬ 
cinth  bulb,  they  will 
stand  a  lot  of  abuse 
and  come  up  again 
year  after  year.  From 
the  time  the  first  leaf 
floats  on  the  water 
they  grow  with  incred¬ 
ible  rapidity,  a  bulb 
often  producing  2  or  3 
crowns,  each  of  which 
will  flower  abundantly.

HOW  TO  WINTER  STAR  LILIES 

Star  Lilies  are  easily  carried  through  the  winter  as  dormant 
bulbs.  The  bulbs  we  send  you  will  continue  to  sprout  each  spring 
for  many  years.  By  no  means  throw  them  away  in  the  fall!  The 
young  plants  will  also  form  bulbs  of  their  own  if  not  killed  by  late 
frosts.  The  old  bulbs  may  be  removed  (pulled  off)  from  beneath  the 
new  plants  safely  any  time  after  mid-summer.  After  removal  they 
should  be  stored  in  a  box  of  moist,  clean  sand  in  a  frost-free  cellar 
until  the  following  spring,  when  they  may  be  planted  again. 

The  young  plants  make  splendid  tubers,  too,  if  the  box  in  which 
they  grow  is  lifted  in  September  almost  to  the  surface,  which  will 
force  the  plant  to  quit  growing  and  ripen  off  its  bulb.

October  24,  1939. 

Dear  Mr.  Johnson: 

"My  new  lily  pool  turned  out  very  successfully  tliis 
summer  and  I  still  have  blossoms  from  the  Star  Lilies, 
Blue  Triumph,  and  Panama  Pacific. 

“This  is  a  rather  novel  and  inexpensive  irregular 
pool  I  dug  it  2  feet  deep,  sloping  the  sides  to  a  45 
degree  angle.  I  coated  this  whole  ground  surface  to 
the  top  edge  with  a  product  known  as  Cold  Patch 
(liquid  asphalt).  It  is  »ised  for  making  roads,  roofs, 
etc.,  and  is  applied  cold,  retailing  for  about  25c  per 
gallon.  I  used  5  to  ♦»  gallons  to  complete  the  job, 
applying  it  with  an  old  sprinkling  can.  While  still 
wet  I  covered  it  lightly  with  fine  crushed  stone, 
allowing  it  to  dry  for  2  days  l>efore  applying  2  more 
coats  of  asphalt  and  stone.  Afterwards  I  gave  it  a 
coat  of  clear  cement  and  water,  applying  it  with  a 
brush.  When  this  was  dry  I  gave  it  a  coat  of  blue 
I'nder  Water  Enamel  (offered  on  page  10).  The  pool 
has  held  perfectly  and  looks  very  good  now.  washing 
up  fine  when  it  becomes  dirty.  The  materials  used 
cost  about  $3,  which  is  pretty  cheap  for  a  9x12  pool.

Above  the  greenhouses  and  enclosed  by  the  fence  are  steam 
heated  pools  used  to  harden  off  early  plants  brought  from  the 
greenhouses — an  exclusive  but  very  practical  service  we  offer 
our  customers.  In  the  large  open  pools  in  the  upper  section 
are  grown  part  of  our  Hardy  and  2-year-old  Tropical  Lilies. 
Most  of  the  light  colored  pools  are  full  of  Blue  Triumph  and 
Blue  Beauty  Tropicals  which  will  be  shipped  to  our  customers 
this  spring. 

We  have  another  plant  approximately  a  duplicate  of  the 
above  wherein  are  grown  the  rest  of  the  great  stocks  needed 
to  fill  our  orders.
